Her Officers Virtually Admit It Was She 
That Rammed the Elbe. 


ROTTERDAM, Jan. 31.—Interviews which 
were had here this afternoon with Capt. 
Gordon, of the steamer Crathie, and with 
the second officer of that vessel, now leave 
no room for doubt that she was the steam- 
ship which ran into and sank the Elbe. 
Capt. Gordon said that the Crathie at 5:30 
a. m. yesterday was about thirty-five miles 
from waterway.

0 REPORTS OF LIFE-SAVING. 

The reports of lives saved by the use 
of street car fenders are naturally incom- 
plete. Formal record is made of the killed 
or injured, but little notice is taken of 
accidents in which persons struck, by 
street cars are uninjured. 

But voluntary reports of street car 
managers using one form of fender show 
conclusively that 100 lives were saved 
through its use last year. The manager 
of ond railroad reports the saving of 
eighteen lives by the use of a fender. 
The record of the Southern Electric Rail- 
way in this.city shows that sixteen lives 
were saved by the use of its simple fen- 
der. In Baltimore no lives have been lost 
since the law compelled street car com- 
panies to provide fenders. 

Against this incomplete record of life- 
saving by the use of fenders is an ap- 
palling list of deaths and sérious injuries 
caused by fenderless cars. The news- 
papers are full of reports of the crushing 
of people, especially of children and the 
infirm, under the wheels and motors of 
street cars. 

The extent and efficiency of the rapid 
transit system of this city increase the 
chances of fatal accidents through street 
car death-traps. Public sentiment is at 
last aroused to the necessity of protecting 
human life. The Municipal Assembly 
cannot deny the demand for a fender 
law which is not only overwhelmingly 
indorsed by the people, but is grounded in 
the principles of justice and humanity. 

— — —— —— 

THAT BUNKO GAME. 
/ The question as to where the gold with- 
drawn from the National Treasury has 
gone is answered by some figures which 
the Springfield Republican presents. 

Since Dec. 5 of last year to last Satur- 
day the Treasury lost $55,272,025 in gold, 
which is $13,127,332 less than the total 
loss of cash. Between those dates 328, 
914,436 of gold was exported, leaving 
$26,357,689 withdrawn for home hoarding. 

But within the same time the New York 
bankers gained $22,000,000 in their gold 
holdings. Thus it is shown conclusively 
that nearly all of the gold withdrawn 
but not exported, and nearly one-half of 
the gold taken from the Treasury, has 
gone into the coffers of the New York 
banks, from which the Government bor- 
rowed the gold to maintain its reserve. 

The men who are now howling about a 
panic and the necessity of another bond 
issue are the men whose greed has forced 
the Government into its present straits 
and who are doing most to precipitate 
a panic. These are the men to whose 
tender mercies Congress will leave the 
Government if it fails to authorize a 
popular loan.

INVALID OBJECTIONS 

The list of objections to the law merg- 
ing the Circuit and Criminal Courts of 
this city may be searched in vain for 
one that is valid against the strong rea- 
sons of public policy in its favor. 

The argument that lawyers run to spe- 
cialties does not apply to judges, who 
must pass upon all classes of cases. The 
Circuit Judgés outside of the city hear 
both criminal and civil cases with emi- 
nent success. Should one of our Circuit 
Judges be promoted to the Supreme Court 
he would he compelled to deal with both 
criminal and civil laws. The same con- 
ditions exist in the Federal courts. The 
stronger argument is in favor of the 
shifting of judges from one to the other. 
It is good training for the judges and as 
a rule secures a higher class of ability 
for the criminal side of the administra- 
tion of justice. : 

The mere wishes of our Circuit Judges 
cannot be considered as weighing against 
the public welfare, and in this matter 
the public welfare is deeply involved. 
The experience of St. Louis has shown 
that when the Criminal Court is sepa- 
rated from the civil courts it is subject to 
a concentration of influences inimical to 
the pure and honest administration of 
justice. Corrupt and criminal elements 
combine to control the bench and the 
whole machinery of the law with frequent 
suceess. 

The merging of the courts with the ro- 
tation of judges on the criminal side 
offers strong security against an evil 
which at times has resulted in the 
baffling of justice. The argument of ex- 
perience joined to a reasonable prospect 
of relief is unanswerable.

/THE URGENT NECESSITY FOR FENDERS 


OR GUARDS. 


Over 57,000 Pupils Daily Attend the 
Schools The Fenderless Oar a Con- 
stant Menace-—Supt. Long Thinks 
Action Should Be Taken at Once. 


Every hour that cable and electric cars 
are allowed to continue on their way un- 
checked, without fender or guard, means 
that for so much longer the lives and limbs 
of thousands of little school children and 
others are hourly placed in great danger. 

This fact alone should be sufficient to 


induce every street railway company to vol- 

untarily take immediate action in providing 
safeguards. .The railways, however, are 
cruel and uncheritable and prefer to await 
the time when they will be compelled to 
take some action. Humanity demands that 
this time should no longer be deferred. 

There are seventy-nine schools in this city, 
in which there are 63,644 scholars enrolled 
and an average daily attendance of 57,409. 
A great majority of these are children 14 
years of age and under, while many of 
them are little tots, far too young to have 
learned caution or much of anything. 

Nearly all these schools are directly upon 
the line of some street railway, while many 
of them are surrounded by a veritable net- 
work of tracks situated in more or less close 
proximity. In very few instances does a 
person have to proceed more than three 
short blocks until the railway tracks are 
approached. 

Every day, nearly every hour of the day, 
these street car juggernauts constantly dash 
through these fifty odd thousand children on 
their way from home to school or back 
again, always menacing them, constantly 
injuring them. Is it any wonder, then, that 
the slaughter is frightful? Is it any won- 
der that the public, so long indifferent, have 
at last awakened to a sense of their danger, 
and have arisen to demand the adoption of 


greater precautions and safeguards? 


SC] L CHILDREN IN DANGER. 

The fofiowing is a partial Ust of schools 
passed by street car lines of having them 
within a short distance, the scholars of 


~which are thereby constantly menaced by 


the danger of being run down and killed or 
injured: Ames, Ashland, Blair, Blow, Carr,

Were 
these precautions universally observed they 
would be ineffective, but as it is, they are a 
dead letter in the majority of instances. 

There is only one true remedy. Adopt an 
efficient guard or fender and stop the street 
car slaughter. .

SENATOR VEST TALKS. | 


What He Thinks of the President and the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 31—A very 
animated consideration of the financial 
question took place in the Senate 
yesterday. Mr. Cullom (Rep.) of IIII- 
nois presented a dispatch from all the 
leading bankers of Chicago asking that the 
President's recommendations be carried out 
at the earliest day possible. 

Mr. Vest Dem.) of Missonri followed with 
a similar dispatch from thé St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce. This was the text for one 
of the most stirring scenes that the Senate 
has witnessed in many days. 

Mr. Vest gaid that the Chamber of Com- 
merce of St. Louis did not represent the feel- 
ing of the people of Missouri or of the coun- 
try on the financial question. He did not 
believe the people favored a retirement of 

000,000 of greenbacks and Treasury notes 
and the substitution of no currency at all. 
He did not believe they favored gold obli- 
gations running fifty years with interest 
aggregating $75,000,000 at the end of that 
time. It was a selfish suggestion that pos- 
terity should be left to pay this bad debt. 
The obligations of this Senate were as bind- 
ing toward posterity as toward the present 
— It was as much the duty of the 

enate to protect the future as to adopt the 
suggestion of the President to look after the 
present and let the future look after itself. 

“The President has declared war on sil- 
ver,“ proceeded Mr. Vest. He would make 
us accessories to this effort to fix the gold 
standard upon us.“ 

The Senator asked if any man really be- 
lieved the supposed emergency could not be 
met by Treasury payments in silver. And 
yet the impression was being construed to 
the public that the country was on the brink 
of ruin. If the President had the power he 
would force us to the single gold standard.

Much interest is being taken by Mis- 
sourians in the progress through Congress 
of a resolution to restore to tha pension 
rolis about 14,000 men who served as militia- 
men in this State during the war. John M. 
Reynolds, assistant secretary of the in- 
terior, made a ruling which dropped these 


men from the rolls two weeks ago. At once 
Senator Palmer, of Illinois, and Senator 
Cockrell, of Missouri, prepared a resolution 
to put the names back on the rolls. The 
resolution the Senate and the House 
Committee on Invalid Pensions adopted it 
unanimously last Tuesday. 

There is some doubt as to what men are 
affected by the resolution. A pension agent 
who watches all legislation of this sort, 
says that the resolution refers to the Mis- 
souri State Militia and to the provissional 
enrolled Missouri militia. These bodies con- 
sisted of fourteen re cavalry regi- 
ments, two battalions of cavalry and regi- 
ment of infantry, and eleven regiments 
which were details ffom the enrolled Mis- 
souri militia. They were entitled to pen- 
sions: under the act of June 27, 1890, until 
Assistant Secretary Reynolds ruled that 
they did not come under this act, The A sem 
si agent said that the Missouri State 
militia and the provisional enrolled Mis- 
souri militia were not o ized until the 
war was over, the earliest date of an offi- 
cer’s commission being April 18, 18%. H 
said also that the men in these organiza- 
tions were Southern sympathizers or ex- 
rebels, who were anxious to avoid disfran- 
chisement by enlistment. The enrolled Mis- 
souri militia familiarly called the E. M. 
M.’s, comprised „ 9 regiments and 
numbered over 80, men. 

They enlisted early in the war, and were 
entitled to pensions under section 4693, Re- 
vised Statutes. This section restricted the 
granting of pensions to those B. M. M's 
who proved their claims prior to July 4, 
1874. ery few of the 90,000 E. M. M’s got 
on the pension rolls under this section.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 31.—The re- 
port of the experts employed under the ju- 
risdiction of the Dockery Commission on a 
bill to 8 the engrossing and record- 
ing of public: land patents has been laid be- 
fore the House. This report embodies a 
history of the or ion ot the general 
land office, desc the character of the 
work in the several divisions and makes 
sundry recommendations that will result in 
a saving to the Government. The experts 
recommend that the private land claims 
division and the pre-emption division be 
consolidated as miscellaneous land claims 
division, and that the railway division and 
the swamp lands division be consolidated 
as the land grants division; that all patents 
be prepared and recorded under direction of 
the recorder of the land office in Order to 
provide uniform methods, to concentrate 
the records and to comply with the law; 
that the patents and lists be prepa by 
the use o N machines, ‘whic 
duplicate copies could be made, saving the 
time of at least twenty clerks and the pos- 
sibility of errors in the transcribing; that 


mated saving by the adoption of these rec- 
ommendations is $23,881. 
Some changes in the practices of the In 
terior Department regarding contested land 
cases is probable as a result of a recom- 
mendation of the Dockery joint commission. 
This commission made a favorable report on 
a bill recently introduced in tak wh to 
repeal sec. 2 of the act of May 14, which 
provides a bonus for successful contestants 
in land cases. Expecting that three-quar- 
ters of the contest work will cease by rea- 
son of the repeal of this section, the com- 
mission estimates that a saving will be 
made of salaries of about three-fourths of 
the clerks now engaged in such work in 
office. This annual sav- 
. In addition to 
this sum the repeal of the provision for a 
bonus in the act of 1880 will, says the com- 
mission, facilitate the public land business 
for the people and dispense with the odious 
features of the informer. The public lands 
committee has adopted the recommenda- 
tions of the commission and su t that 
they be inserted as part of the legislative 
appropriation bill.

MEXICO’S RIGHTS. 


Diaz and the Congress Will Not 
Change Their Attitude. 


‘MEXICO CITY, Jan. 31.—Neither ” Diaz 
nor the Mexican Congress will recede from 
the position taken on Guatemala. The war 
talk has increased somewhat, and to-day 
the prospect of a peaceful settlement is not 
so bright. It is feared from the outlook 
that Mexico has no recourse left but to 
declare war against Guatemala. President 
Diaz is for peace, but still stands boldly 
for Mexico’s rights. The President and 
Cabinet are still im session. 


THE TWO REPUBLICS. 


Guatemala Alone 16 No Match for Her 
Powerful Neighbor. 


Without the aid of some of her neighbors 
in the group of five Central American States, 
Guatemala, althou the foremost of the 
little Spanish republics, is no match for 
Mexico. Guatemala, under the rule of the 
Barrios family, whose power has been su- 
preme for a long time, has made a deal of 
progress; but in a war with Diaz she would 
be greatly overmatched, as a comparison of 
the resources of the two countries will show. 

Guatemala’s area is 46,800 square miles, 
and the estimated population in 189 was 
1,394, 233. The interior of the country is still 
poorly developed om account of the lack of 
‘proper wy of nication. There is 
a railroad from San Jose, the chief seaport 
on the Pacific, to the City of Guatemala, the 
capital, a distance of fifty miles, and a rail- 
road is building from the City of Guatemala 
to Puerto Barrios on the Atlantic coast, a 
distance of 186 — but this will not be 
finished for at least à year and a half. The 
roads are poor and in number and trav- 
eling is confined mostly to horseback and 
transportation to pack mules. The regular 
standing army congists of 3,718 officers and 
men, mostly of the former. The men are 
for the most part Indians and good fighters 
if well led. They are armed with breech- 
loading Remingtons, The cavalry arm of the 
service is very small; and the artillery con- 
sists mostly of old- — muzzle-loading 
brass field pieces, with a few modern Krupp 
breech-loaders and gome Hotchkiss guns. 
For war service this force could be 1 ly
